Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

Rejection under 35 USC 102(b) made over Tanaka et al. is withdrawn in view of 
applicants' amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 7, 8, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Greenstein et al (Journal of Biological Chemistry 1950, 782, pp 451-456; Attached 
STN transcript contains the abstract and the disclosed structure). 

Greenstein et al disclose the following compound (p 455, 2 nd paragraph, line 9; 
Dichloroacetyl-L-cystine): 
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The above structure meets the limitations of claims the instant claims 7, 8, 19 
and 20 when the electron withdrawing group is COOH . linker is an amide and the 
reactive group is an alkvl chloride . 



Claims 7, 8, 19 and 20 are pending. 
Claims 7, 8, 19 and 20 are rejected.
